As an informational service, the Division of Re- 
sources Development has adopted a policy of reporting, 
on a yearly basis, all white pine blister rust control 
work performed in each town although an appropria- 
tion may not have been made by the town for this 
cooperative program. 


Conforming to our yearly custom, there has been 
prepared, and is attached herewith, a statement 
briefly summarizing accomplishments and expendi- 
tures of state and federal funds. 


In the attached statement, the amount reported 
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as “cooperative Aid” covers state and federal funds 
spent in detailed mapping of areas designated for 
work and research work that has resulted in reducing 
the size of the control area, improving control meth- 
ods, and reducing cost of control to the town. The 
mapping survey provides permanent records which 
are of great value in future examinations and work- 
ings of white pine stands and their surroundings. 

In view of the fact that details of control work 
vary in communities, it is not possible to report all 
in a brief statement. However, the supervisor in 
charge of the project in your town will be pleased to 
supply these details upon request. His name and 
address appear below.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND YOUR DISTRICT CHIEF 


During the past year New Hampshire faced the 
greatest forest fire threat to its woodlands in more than 
sixty years. The continued drought brought home to 
our citizens, as never before, the potential threat of 
destructive fires to their beautiful and valuable forests, 
homes and livelihood. In true American tradition, of 
meeting a common threat by volunteer effort, this fire 
danger was minimized by active prevention, patrol] and 
a relinquishing of personal rights for the common 
good. It was the greatest demonstration of public co- 
operation ever experienced by those responsible for 
local and state fire control. The ready forces of volun- 
teer fire services kept the losses low. For their effort 
and public response the general fire service expresses 
its heartfelt thanks for a job well done. 


Prevention however, is not just an activity for 
the bad fire years. It must be practiced until it becomes 
a part of our public conscience—a habit. Just plain 
carelessness with fire causes too many of our fires. 


The following practices and suggestions will help: 


1. Always have a permit for outdoor burning 
and burn within the terms of the permit and 
in a safe place. Burn late in the afternoon when 
the wind is down or on rainy or damp days. 
Check your fire and if winds develop extin- 
guish it promptly. 


2. Carry your rubbish to the public dump—it’s 
safer. A neglected backyard incinerator causes 
many fires. 
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3. Never discard lighted cigarette or match. 
Make this a year round habit regardless of the 
safety of your surroundings. 

4. Children caused fires are now a major concern. 
Keep matches away from them and teach them 
to respect fire and not make it a subject of 


play.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Ossipee: 


This is the final report of a superintendent of 
schools of Ossipee School District to its school board 
and citizens. As a member of the Governor Wentworth 
Regional School District future reports will encompass 
the whole of this enlarged district. It has been my 
fortunate experience to serve as an interim superin- 
tendent during the past year. This statement is made 
advisedly. The professional attitude of school board, 
staff and community as problems arose made difficult 
problems easier for solution. The district has been ex- 
ceedingly fortunate that the educational program has 
been guided by such sincere conscientious individuals. 


The staff had three changes during the summer. 
Mr. Bruce Wallace succeeded Mrs. Christine Powers. 
Miss Roberta Giddings was hired as an additional sec- 
ond grade teacher. Mrs.- Violet Hobbs replaced Mrs. 
Clemons. All three were teachers of experience. Staffed 
by experienced teachers directed by an experienced 
Principal the schools opened and progressed quite 
smoothly. The transition occasioned by the leave of 
absence of Mrs. Kennard in the second semester also 
was very smooth. Mr. Frank Richardson agreed to 
serve as acting Principal for the balance of the year. 
Mrs. Christine Powers returned to assume the teaching 
load that Mrs. Kennard had carried. There was seem- 
ingly no interruption in the educational program of 
the children. 


Mrs. Evelyn Doe assumed the responsibility of 
supervising the Hot Lunch Program. She was assisted 
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by Mrs. Gladys Frost. The participation in the pro- 
gram continued at a high level. Nutritious, well bal- 
anced meals served in an appetizing manner were pat- 
ronized well by the children. 


The health program was carried on as usual. Mrs. 
Gertrude Dale directed the program. Physical exam- 
inations were given by Dr. Francis J. C. Dube. There 
was an unusual situation in the health program. A mild 
epidemic of hepatitis required closer supervision of 
the pupils. It also necessitated closer serutiny of pupils 
returning after absence. Through the cooperation of 
all—our health officer, Dr. Dube, the school nurse, 
teachers and parents the effects were minimized. 


The athletic program was continued. Basketball 
and skiing were the activities in the winter. Skiing 
which has tremendous carry over value is a program 
that should be developed even further in the future. 
The spring program will also be continued. 


The new program in arithmetic was inaugurated 
and the modified Joplin plan in reading was continued. 
The grouping of children in accord with proven reading 
ability has tremendous value. It allays discouragement; 
it fosters successful accomplishment; it promotes pro- 
gress; it enables teachers to overcome weaknesses; and 
it insures progress at a rate commensurate with ability. 
The introduction of the new arithmetic program has 
raised the question as to how a similiar plan might be 
effected with the same results in the area of arithme- 
tic. A planned program modeled on the reading pro- 
gram is worthy of consideration. With the cooperation 
of staff such a program would be very effective in pro- 
moting great progress in the control of fundamental 
arithmetic processes and perhaps greater progress in 
the understanding of concepts necessary to problem 
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solving. Under able leadership this program, possibly 
a unique one, could be one that would be adopted by 
many. 


The problems in education are many. The one 
which probably is uppermost in the minds of many 
people is that of finance. The increase in school popu- 
lation plus increased costs due an inflationary spiral 
presents a serious problem to all communities. Federal 
and State governments with broader taxing powers 
must alleviate the burden of taxation on local real 
estate. The tax structure is archaic and must be ex- 
amined critically so that all aspects of our economy can 
contribute to governmental costs including education. 


This problem involves specialists in areas outside 
the educational field. There are, however, problems 
that are the concern of educators primarily. One of 
the greatest of these is the curriculum. A solution of 
problems in this large area involves collection of, or- 
ganization of, revision of and allocation of materials 
to be studied. 


The tremendous expansion of the enormous store 
of human knowledge in the past few decades has re- 
quired an exhaustive inventory of the fundamental 
knowledge and concepts necessary to a mastery of 
subject matter in any area. Once such an inventory is 
made the materials need to be organized in a logical 
sequence. A review of the body of knowledge and its 
sequential arrangement is then necessary. The next 
step is to arrange the material by levels so that a 
pupil can organize this knowledge from the simple to 
the most complex. This problem of organizing material 
is constantly changing. Essential knowledges of today 
become useless impedimenta tomorrow. This requires 
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adaptions to meet the new problems. Curriculum must 
be in a constant state of flux. 


Assuming that we have successfully organized 
material, arranged for proper grade placement and 
provided a sequential arrangement proceeding from 
known to unknown what problems lie ahead. A serious 
one is quite apparant. Allowing the same span of time 
for young people to assimilate this vast amount of 
material.requires that more efficient methods of teach- 
ing and learning be devised. Industry has provided 
education with many tools to increase the rate of and 
efficiency of learning. The greatest advance is probably 
in the scope of visual tools. Blackboards, books, maps, 
charts and globes are familiar visual tools. The use of 
projectors of varied type augments these tools im- 
measurably. Film strip, motion picture, opaque, over- 
head and micro projectors are types that have been 
introduced to the class rooms of the country. These 
tools are speeding up the learning’ process and also 
providing greater depth of learning. 


In addition to these visual tools there are several 
refinements of the auditory machines—record players 
and tape machines enable schools to speed up the learn- 
ing process. It is also possible to aid pupils with speech 
defects by using these same devices. 


The schools of education are constantly workin 
with cooperating schools to see if methods can be per- 
fected to increase the rate of learning. This has lead 
to so-called team approach. In this method a group of 
teachers working together provide instruction for the 
whole grade. In this situation there are several rooms 
of pupils at the same grade level. Another group has 
used the team learning approach. In this method one 
teacher works with groups of pupils of nearly equal 
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ability in any subject so as to permit the group to 
advance at its own rate. This provides for extensive 
learning. By changing the emphasis greater depth of 
learning can be attained. 


The pupils of your school with an expanded district 
staff can probably allow for use of these tools. There 
will also be opportunity for experimentation in the 
methods used in the class room. It would seem that this 
is the dawn of a new educational era for the Ossipee 
pupils. 


In closing I again would like to repeat my opening 
remarks. The cooperation and attitudes of all concerned 
with the education of Ossipee children make the work 
of the schools much pleasanter.
